The ARRL has asked the FCC to investigate and "take appropriate 
adion' against several companies it alleges have been marketing so- 
called "long-range cordless telephores' via the Internet. The ARRL 
took the action in the wake of an interference complaint and nurrerous 
reports fromthe arrateur community about sales of the 

devices, sorre operating on arrateur VHF and UHF frequendes 


ARRL Gereral Course] Chris Inlay, W3KD, said the League was 
seeking the FCC probe because the apparently uncertificated devices 
operate on arrateur bands and are capable of irterfering with 
amateur communication. He also noted that the devices are not likely 
to rreet raxirumpernissble exposure levels for RF. 


"ARRL has rot been able to locate any FCC certification for these 
devices and, based on the advertised frequency bands ard ranges, it 
is believed that none of these devices coud be certificated, or legally 
marketed or sold, under FCC rues," Iniay wrote. 


Inay said the ARRL also is looking irto the marketing of products such 
as 434 MHz video surveillance equiprrert and other "apparertly non- 
certificated devices' that use arrateur frequendes but are being 
marketed in the US to non-arvateurs 


ARR_ Lab Supervisor Ed Hare, W1RFI, said he's received at least one 
report of actual harnfu interference froma long-range cordless 
telephone to amateur conmurication The amateur reporting it tracked 
the telephone to the horre of a neighbor, who said he'd bought the 
device on eBay. 


Hare said sorre long-range devices are legally certificated to 
operate on the 900 MHz or 2450 MHz Part 15 bards. "These legal 
devices are only an issue if they cause adal harnfu interference 

to the Amateur Service," he said. Hare requests reports of unlicensed 
devices causing actual harnfu interference to Arrateur Radio 
operation. Reports ray be sert to rfi@arrl.org.

NEWINGTON, CT, May 30, 2001 — The FCC hasset asde a 
recert license grart to a Florida man and issued a Short-termgrart in 
the case of anlllinois arrateur. The two cases are among several 
recert FCC erforcerrert actions 

FCC Spedal Counsel for Amateur Radio 

Erforcerrert Riley Hollingsworth said the 
Commission has set aside the Tednidan license of 

Joseph E Mattern, KG4NGG, of Orlando. A 

forrrer Tech Plus licensee and the subject of past 

FCC erforcerrert attertion, Mattem was relicensed May 3. "He 
was orly back onthe air for a few days before complairts darted 
coning in, induding ore alleging use of a false call sgn," 
Hollingsworth told ARRL "He also was axed by the cortrol operator 
to day off several repeaters in the Orlando area." The FCC's 
Wireless Teleconmunications Bureau set aside his latest Armateur 
Service grart on May 15. 

Last August the FCC wrote Mattern (then WW 4W/ D) dting 
allegations that the licensee had been using repeaters in his area to 
solict traffic reports for his employer — a company that markets the 
reports, Hollingsworth said at the tirre that evidence before the FCC 
alleged that Mattem had been requested to stop operating on 
certain repeaters but had refused to do so. The FCC also cted 
evidence alleging that Mattem may have used area repeaters to 
discuss business dealings regarding corputer equiprrert and that he 
may have indirectly threatened area Offidal Observers 

In Septerrber the FCC requred Mattern to retake the Tedridan Plus 
exam Mattem appeared for retesting but failed both elerrerts, and 
the FCC canceled fis license. Mattern subsequertly retested for the 
Tednidan ticket and passed. When the Wireless Teleconmurications 
Bureau grarted Matterr's application and issued hima new call sgn 
KC4NGG, Hollingsworth reminded himthat he was expected to 
comply with requests fromrepeater licensees or cortrol operators to 
refrain fromuse of their repeaters and to avoid using hamradio for 
business purposes. 

Ina May 16 letter to Mattem, Hollingsworth said Mattern's 
Tednidan application now reverts to pending csiatus. He said the 
latest complairts have been referred to the Erforcerrert Bureau for 
evaluation. "I'mlooking at the complairts now," Hollingsworth told 
ARRL He said he expected to address the matter within a few days 
Hollingsworth has reminded Mattern that he had no authority to 
operate radio transiting equipprvert. 

In an urelated action, the FCC has issued a short-termlicense grart 
to Gereral licensee Reyes Lugo, KB9YDM, of Chicago. Like Mattern, 
Lugo — whoo orce held an Extra dass ticket, NP3N — hasa track 
record with the FCC's Erforcerrert Bureau. Last suntrer, he was 
requested to retake the Extra exambut passed only the Morse code 
elerrert and his license was canceled. 

Lugo subsequently retested for Tectridan and Gereral ard was 
grarted KB9YDM. The FCC set aside those grarts wile it 
investigated complaints it had received about Lugo's radio 
operations as NP3N and KB9YDM. The Connission said those 
allegations had "raised questions' about Lugo's qualifications to hold 
an armateur license. 

Hollingsworth inforrred Lugo on May 10 that the FCC was granting 
his General application for a one-year period. Violations coud resut 
ina fine and a revocation and suspenson hearing.
